THE BOXANZA IVEJfAIVTIES 


[Corson Appeal 16th.] 


The Appeal in its issue of the llth 


instant, stated that the aggregate pen- 
alties due the State and Storey county 
from the Bonanze firm amount to $72,- 
568 99. These figures were received 
from Controller Hdilock, and are abso- 
lutely correct. Since tha publication 
of this fact a large number of the Ap- 
peal's exchanges have copied the item, 
but increased the amount due to ninety 
odd thousand dollars, prnsumably ai- 
ding interest upon the original amount. 
This is a mistake, as no interest can be 
collected upon a judgment unless it is 
specified therein, wnich is not the oase, 
in this instance. The 
question in- 


volved herein was conclusively settled 
iu this State in 1876, when a suit for 
$15,000 damages was brought against 
tbo V. i T. R. R. Company, and de- 
cided iu favor of the plaintiff. 
Tbe 


payment of the judgment was defered 
until 1878. 
When the amount of the 


damages was tendered to the represen- 
tatives of tbe plaintiff they declined it 
unless legal interest wns added. The 
Railroad Company refused to pay in- 
terest and suit was accordingly broughl 
in a District Court. The nubstunce of 
the Judge's decision, in the case, wm> 
" That when the judgment of the Court 
s silent as regards the collection of m 
Merest it does not authorize the issuance 
of any execution calling for interest." 
The decision was affirmed by tbe Su 
preme Court of Nevada, hence the Bo 
nanza firm will be called upon to pa\ 
only the sum originally sued for.

The Southern States are rapidly re- 


covering from the prostrations of the 
civil war. They stand, indeed, on bilt- 
ter ground than ever before. They pro- 
duced more cetton last year than in any 
previous one. 
The highest figures 


reached before the war in slavery times 
was 4,669,700 bales, in 1860. 
The drop 


of 1880 was 1,100,000 bales greatdr. 
The sugar crep has not yet touched the 
high marks reached from 1850 to 1860; 
but in average value of products per 
acre the Southern States exhibit a 
recent decided improvement. It is a 
fact not generally known, but a faiit, 
that Georgia since 1875 has become a 
large producer of qold from her minds. 
In 1875 there were but four gold mines 
worked, and the total yield was only 
$40,000. 
In 1881 seventy-five mines 


were in operation, and the yield was 
$4,000,000. The Mobile Register states 
the entire yield of the gold, silver and 
copper mines of the Southern States 
last year at $30,000,000. Pennsylvania 
capitalists are now successfully operat- 
ing gold mines in Virginia and North 
Carolina. At Rome, Ga., Tuscaloosa, 
Huutsville, Wesson, Montgomery, At- 
lanta and many other towns in Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi, a vast capital 
has been put into cotton mills since 
1879. Tbe best of them pay dividends 
of 14 to 20 per cent, a yew, and none 
of them 1'ss than 10 or 12 per cent. 


The recent growth of some of the 


Southern towns is as phenomenal us 
that of Chicago, Kansas City, Denver 
and Omaha. Atlanta, with less thun 
22,000 population in 1870 is now esti- 
mated at 50,000. An agricultural colony 
started among the sand hills of Alabama 
four years ago now numbers over 12,- 
000, alt iu the most thrifty coudition. 
Arkansas increased her immigrant slook 
last year by 75,000 new settlers cm 
lands purchased from the Little Rock, 
Fort Smith and Iron Mountain railway 
corporations. 
North 
Alabama 
and, 


Georgia have entered into a lively com- 
petition with Delaware and New Jersey 
iu the production of peaches and other 
fruits; and ,m the cultivation of the 
grape Georgia claim to ba a fair rival of 
California. 
Tbe German immigration 


is taking largely to the South, and there 
is of late years a considerable emigra- 
tion from Pennsylvania into Virginia 
and North Carolina. It increases with 
the rapidly increasing facilities iu those 
States for inland transportation. The 
growth of Texas is something astound- 
ing for a pniely agricultural State. It 
is plausibly accounted for because of 
the illimitable extent of rich laud to 
Thich thn immigrants can secure clear 
title from the State at $1 to $2 50 per 
,icra. In 1870 Texas had less than 
820,000 inhabitants; iu 1880 it had 
1 592,000, and now has 1,700,000; and 
yet its largest town is short of 25,000, 
and it has but five towns above 10,000.

-It is 
free of debt. The present taxation U 
two and a half mills on the dollar. The 
•mount of poll tax fer 1881 was f 108,- 
971. Its agricultural, manufacturing, 
mining, fishing, and commercial re- 
sources are unexcelled, and their devel- 
opments are scarcely begun. In 1880 it 
produced 4,000,000 bnsheli of wheat, 
and in 1881 about 6,000,000, making an 
average yield of 27% bushels per acre. 
The cut of lumber in 1881 amounted to 
300,000,000 feet, shipped to points on 
the Pacific Const, Sooth America and 
the Hawaiian Islands. 
The coal pro- 


duct is of a superior quality, and in 1881 
was worth $1,500,000. Its wool crop in 
1881 was worth $1,000,000. Its manu- 
factures for 1881 were worth $6,000,000. 
The tonnage of its shipping is put al 
38,018 for 1881. 
Ten vessels were 


built in the district in 1881. 
The ex- 


ports of the Territory for 1881 are put at 
4,000,000 tons. 
The population in 


1880 was only 75,000, and the vote oast 
about 15,823. The bill for the admis- 
sion of the Territory will meet with the 
opposition ol! Democrats, who have 
party reasons lor their course, and the 
Republicans will oppose the measure 
unless Dakota be admitted first.
